Bona and daughters of Brin all 
over the world will celebrate the 
anniversary of lliomaa Moore, the 
Irlah poet, one weeit from today. 
Moore was born in Kiiblin on May 
28, 17T:t. His father was !i lhrl\- 
i.'S nien liant ami liis mother a 
highly educated woman. He iulier- 
Itcd his poetic talent front both i)ar 
e.its. Ho was destined for the ba.'. 
but hi-d no likiiiK lor it, Thoiii;h ^lo 
took liis degree he gave up the pro- 
resslo i to become a man of lettera. 

Moore left a wealth ot varied 
tiose and poetic writingt. A rarA 
».nlon of wit and aentlblltt/, o*. 
brilliant fancy and of varied and 
iHligont atudr !■ ezemplttted in the 
poetical works of Tbomas Moore. 
though his verse bad been pnblisbed 
from the time be was thirteen years 
old it was not until 1806 that he 
entered upon Us noble, patriotic 
and FoeUoal task— vriUng l]rric« for 
the ancient music ot his natlre land. 
His Irish Bonfs displayed a fervo- 
aad )<sthos not found in his earlier 
works, with the most exquisite mel- 
ody i nd purity of diction. An ac- 
complished musician himself, it was 
the effort, he relates, to translatw 
into language the emotions and pas- 
sions which music amioared to him 
to etpress that first l. ii i<> his writ- 
ing any poetry worthy of the name. 

Moire wrote: "Dryden has happily 
descriljed music as being lnartic\ilat? 
poetry, and I have always f. li. in 
adapting words to an ex|ii< ssi\e air, 
that I was bestowing lUHin n t!ic 
gift of articulating, and tlnis en- 
abling It to apeak to otheia all tha: 
was conveyod in its wordU'ss elo- 
quence to myBclf.'" 

The Irish lioet lived at a |<jriod 
\>hen poets and vjofse authors wero 
both iiunierous ?.nd renowned in 
England. He was a contemporary 
of Ilyion, Cowi)er. Wordsworth, Ur. 
I'arviii. Miss Seward, Crabbe, Col- 
fridgc, Sonthey. Campbell, Sir 
\VaU« 1- i^cott. Shelley, Keats, Dr. 
Hcber, Wolfe, Collins, Knowles, 
Leigh Hunt, Mrs. Hemans, Robert 
turns and many others. As a sweet 
singer Moore led all the test. 

He tried his hand at satire and 
succeeded fairly well in the lighter 
vein. There was never a sting Isft 
behind by Moore's quips. Alth6ugh 
he wrote more ambitious verse, his 
Irish melodies will live longest in 
the hearto of the people, not only of 
tveland but of every country where 
patrtotism is planted. 

Mocre was an Irish Catholic, as 
were bis parents. Roman Catholics 
were proscribed and depressed by 
penal enactments during Moore's 
boyhood. His parents seem to have 
been o| the number who, to use the 
poet's own words, "hailed the first | 
dasxling outbreak <>f ttie Frcmh 
Revolution as a signal to the slave, 
wherever Buffering, that the day of | 
his deliverance was at hand." The 
poet tells us that in l':;t2 he ac- 
companied his fatlie- t:> a dinner In I 
Dublin. It was given in honor of 
the success of the French Uevolii- 
tion. Moore tells how he sat on the j 
knee of the Chairman while the fol- j 
lowinr; toast was enthnsiasticallv | 
scut roiMxl: "May the breezes from; 
France fan onr Irish oak inio ve; - 
dure." Amid such surroundings 
there Is small difficulty in reason- 
ing why bla soul was filled with 
patriotism. 

Although Moore rocelved many 
thousands of dollars he died poor, 
neglected and a victim of senile de- 
cay. Moore had his eiemlss while 
he lived, and he knew it Usten to 
this charming and yet saddening 
plaint of the Irish melodist: 
' When he who 'idores thee has left 
but the iiame 
Of his fault and his sorrows be- 
hind: 

Oh, say, wilt t'aou weep, when thev 
darken xhe fame 
or a llfd that for thse was re- 
signed? 

Yes, weep! and however my foes 
may condemn. 

Thy tears shall efface their de- 
cree; 

For Heaven can witness, though 
guilty to them, 
I have been but to faithful to 

thee." 

In New York, Boston, I'hiladel- 
pbia and Chicago Irish .Vatlonallsts 
will celebrate Moore's birthday. As 
yet no attempt has been made to 
celebrate the event in Louisville.

Two Irish- Americans Are 
Sadly Mlaaed In 
Georsla. 



Tbe Irish contingent in Savannah 
are mourning the death of two 
ot their leading members, ex-Chief 
of Police Owen Reilly and Capt. 
John Flannery. Mr. Reilly was a 
native of Savannah and had been a 
member of the police force in that 
dty for twenty-eight yeara He was 
a practical Catholic and died sUunch 
In the faith. 

Capt Ftannery was a native of 
Ii eland and was born seventy-five 
years ago in the County Tipperary 
He came to America at the age of 
sixteen. At the ontbreak ot the 
civil war young Flaunery espoused 
the cause of the Confederacy . and 
was ele<te(l .Tnnlor First Lieutensnt 
of the Irish Jasper Greens, first 
volunteer regiment of Georgia. He 
served throughout tbe war and was 
made Captain of his company in 
1H62, He remained on tbe roll ot 
the Irish Jasper Greens for more 
than half a century. 

Cai)t. Flaunery was a successful 
business man and able financier, an 1 
at hl.s death was Vice President of 
the Southern Bank of Savannah. II" 
was one of those noble men who be- 
lieved In making gifts to charitv 
before death overtook him. and in 
July, 1903, created the Flanne; v 
Trust Fund for the benefit of five 
Catholic charitable institutions in 
Havaunah. The fund reiirescnted by 
a peraonat check for $50,ih,(i, drauii 
by Capt. Flaunery, is in the hand- 
of a board of trustees. The ben. - 
ficiaiios are tse Little Sisters of the 
Poor, the Female Benevolent 
Society. St. Joseph's Male 
Orphanage, tbe Cathedral AlUr So- 
ciety and the Savannah piocesan 
Seminary. 



The national oonventton of the 
Catholic Kniglits of America at 
XsshvlUe, Tenn.. the birthplace of 
the order, finished its business and 
adjourned late Friday night, after 
what was pronounced one of the 
most harmonious and successful 
meetings In the history of the order. 
Though there were many changes la 
the laws proposed, those adopted 
were few and ( alculated only to aid 
in Increasing the membership. The 
delegates sl'^wed their appreciation 
of the work of the officers by giv- 
ing them another term of thiee 
years, the only exre|)tion being 
Vice President Cioghan, who could 
not longer devote the necessarv 
time to the office. The officers 
elected are:

Peter Wallratb, of Evansvllle, 
and Joseph Berning, of Cincinnati, 
were named as delegates to the 
Catholic Federation to be held in 
New Orleans next November, and 
Washington, D. C, was chosen as 
the meeting place for the convention 
three years from now. 

The most important work of the 
convention related to the extension 
of the order, and the subject was 
discupsod at great length. A 
potential Influenre was the pres- 
ence and showl&g made by the uni- 
form rank of Louisville, commanded 
by Caiits. Tony Montedonico and 
Oscar Maler, and the nddrosses and 
work of Stat(> S^e; rotary William T. 
Meeban and <;. us Muhael Relchert 
and Josei)h .NUtJinn. They impressed 
upon tho (ii legates the benefit and 
Increased membership derived 
through .he military depaitment, 
which appeals strongly to young 
men, i iid poinltd to the ranks from 
Louisville. The rt'sulf was that tho 
co"v«i lion provided tor an extension 
fund, to be icalizoi from a monthly 
Psbeasmeiit of five cents per mem- 
ber. This will glV( the Catholic 
Knights a good working; tund and 
will n.ean a raiiid growth of the 
order 

An entire sestlon was devoted to 
the rate question, ^^'hen actuaries 
demonstrated that the Catholl< 
Knights of Anerica are now on a i 
solid basis and tbe best protected 
fraternal insurance society in 
America, "mth these facts before 
them .the delegates refused to make 
any changes. 

The reports of the Supreme Secre- 
tory show that for the last three 
years there were called thirty-six 
assessments for tbe widows' and 
orphans' fund. The number of 
deaths* during the six years, 190Z to 
1909. among beneficiary members 
v,H8 2,434. 

Tbe closing social features were 
the visit to the Hermitage, the old 
Andrew Jackson homestead near 
.Vashville. and the ball and banquet 
given by tbe Knights of Columbus in 
honor of the officers, visitors and 
delegates. 

Messrs. Thomas Gleaton, of Cov- 
ington, and H. A. Vefnemsn. of 
Louisville, who represented Ken- 
turlty exi)ress the oiilnlon thai the 
legislation enacted will mee' general 
api)ro\al and that when the next 
triennial convention meets the 
order will have a largely augmented 
membership.

Cavaa is another county In the 
.North of IrelMid, and was named 
after the town of Cavan, which tokes 
Its name from the lemarkable hol- 
low iu which It standf. The county 
has an area of 74 *> square mi'.es and 
a population of 129, uuO, A great 
part of the northwesteru section Is 
mountainous, while the remainder 
is a i>laln with gentl>' uiiilulations. 
The plain is Inteisi'.erseU with lakes 
and bogs. 

The highest mountain in Cavan is 
Callcagh, 2,1 feet high. Seven! 
Important riveia run tiiiou^;li 
County Cavan, but beloiii; ou'.y m 
bmall pail to it. 'the (eleljia:,'il 
Shannon rises in the northwestern 
extremity. 'I'he ()w(.n;iyl.>. running 
south on the western boundary ot 
Cavan, joins the Shannon just be- 
foie the latter enteis Lough AKeii. 
The Claddagh, the Woodford, the 
Annalee and the Dromore rivers 
either rise qr pass through the 
County Cavan, The Meath Black- 
water and the Moynalty rivets aUu 
lirlgate the land of Cavan. 

Many picturesque lakes are also 
to be found within the confines ot 
the county, and these lakes kre 
made more picturesque on account 
of the number of Islands, many of 
which are sites for , ruined catt'os 
and abbeys. Trinity Abbey and 
Clogh-Oughter Castle are among 
the historic ruins most visited. 

Cavan, the county town, has a 
population of abOnt 8,000, while 
other towns and villages number 
less than 2,000. The Connaught 
coal field extends Into this countv. 
Iron, lead and loppei- aie ulbo found 
within its borders. The ancient 
fiame of the county was East Brefny, 
or Brefny O'Reilly, because It was 
the patrimony of the O'Reillys, and 
Cro:;han, a little i)lace ne.ir Killn 
shandia, was formerly the Sii. . 1 1 
for inaugurating the Prinie iil 
lirefiiv. The plain IMng arounu 
P.ally inaguran, on fhe boundary Lne 
of Leitritn, wa.< the ancient Moy- 
slecht, whcie the i)agan Irlsii 
Worshiped. It Is <laimed that St, 
Patrick destroyed an idol tl.eie iu 
bis time. 

Belturbet, a i)ictuie.s()r,e and his- 
torical liitle town on the Krne liv.-r 
between Lough Oughter and Lougii 
Erne, is a niiniatnte industrial <e!- 
ter. It boasts a distillery and had 
communication by barges with 
Lough Erne and Lough N^agh. 
BalUleborgh boasts ait unusual num- 
bei' of public Institutions for a small 
town. Other towns in Cavan are 
KIngscourt, Virginia, Ballyjamesduff 
and Klllasbandra. 

The extreme length from Lough 
Macnean to the southeast near 
KIngscourt is fifty-ieven and a halt 
miles and Its breadth is twenty- 
seven miles. 

Tbe County Cavan expects many 
visitors during the Irish home-com- 
ing this summer. From an American 
point of view Cavan is one of the 
most historic counties in Ireland. 
Within Its confines are to be found 
tbe old homestead of the ancestirs 
of "Fighting Phil" Sheildan, the 
groat cavalry leader and ht ro of the 
;ivil war: tl'.e Presbyterian church 
near Kllleshandra, in which the 
progenitors of ICdgar Allen Poe wor- 
shiped: the birthplace in Cootehlli 
of Mrs. Sadllei, the great Irish- 
American author; the house at 
Qullra in which Dean Swift com- 
pleted •■Gulliver's Travels." and In 
which Richard lliinsle.. Slieridan, 
the dramatist, was l:oin: the cele- 
brated Clough Ougliter Castle, In 
Which the Irish chieftain Owen Roe 
O'Neill died; the island on which 
was born St Mogue, who helped to 
convert the Welsh t.i ciu istianity, 
and tbe well of St Dymphna. who 
In the tenth century fl^d from her 
pagan father, who followed her to 
Gheel. in Belgium, where be killed 
her. 

I Also In County Cavan can be seen 
amon? scores of other sights tbe 
I Druid altors near Ballyconnell: the 
.plain of Magh Sleight, on which 
, stood the golden Kbl of Crom 
|Cruagh, which St. Patrick destroyed 
, with twelve lesser idols 1600 years 
ago, and the battlefield where the 
, C'Relllys and O'Rourkes met In 
1 1256.

Besan Movement Leading 
to Banaftcloi 



The Catholic Truth Society calls 
Attention to a movement storted in 
America by a Jesuit priest, the Rev. 
Father Francis B. Casslily, s native 
of Louisville, a son of the venerable 
Bernard Casslily aud a brother of 
John P. Casslily. The clipping tent 
out by the Catholic Truth Society 
tells us that Pope Pius X,, in his 
encyclical letter on the teaching of 
Christian doctiine, decreed and 
sirlctly commanded that in large 
towns, and especially In those which 
contain universities, colleges and 
grammar m iiinils, religious clasees 
l)o foiiiuled.

The sadden death of King Edward 
has caused a postponement df sev- 
eral months In the exiieited clash 
between the Liberals and 'I'oriea la 
Gloat Hrltain. Grief over the death 
of King Kdward has a more personal 
aud more genuine note than the 
grief over the death of Queen Vic- 
toria, who was loved moie as a 
great Institution than as a i)er- 
sonallty. Kdward, by his huinan 
qualities, by his extraordinary 
energy and his iniinen.-i" triumphs in 
the world as a peacemaker, ana 
nvon by his great huinaii weaknesses. 
Inspired an Immense |)ersoiial af- 
fection. Englishmen at tbe bottom 
are intensely sentlmeii'al, and now 
tho emotional tide flows strongly. 

Politicians aie compelled like 
others to bow to the Immense tlffat 
wave and for the moment any 
serious discussion of the grave con- 
flict between the Liberals and Lords 
would be scouted as indecent. The 
Liberal Ministers have accordingly 
resolved to postpone any decision on 
their future action until the atmos- 
phere of the . funeral has time to 
disappear, but certain things are 
recognised as inevitable. The final 
clash between Lords and Liberals 
can not occur as was -expected in 
June, and this first postponement 
necesarily involves a further post- 
ponement. The Liberals can not 
allow the general election either In 
July or August, those months being 
always fatal to that party in .-)lec- 
tloneoring. 

Tho Liberals are still resolved to 
make no compromise on the 
esBential principles, especially on 
the iiower to pass home t-ule legis- 
lation and the Welsh ihurch 
dlsestalilislimeiit bill in. a single 
Parliament. Hon. T. I'. O'Conor 
nevertheless says (hat coin |m mnisu 
Is in the air, esperlall\ as tlie new 
Kiim favors li, and all (larties shrink 
from the lesponsibility of throwing 
hlin thus early in his iei:;:i into the 
vortex ot siu h a fier<-e internal con- 
troversy. .'■Some of the Tories are 
said to he ready to make big con- 
cessions, but this remalna to be seen. 
One of the most curious develop- 
ments of tbe situation Is the con- 
tinuouB growth of a softening feeling 
among the English masses and even 
the pollticans with regard to Ireland 
and home rule. 

Mr. O'Connor declares that for the 
first time ia the history of the two 
countries the death of an English 
sovereign has caused an outburst ot 
genuine sorrow In Ireland, in every 
county meetings were held and sym- 
pathetic messages were sent to the 
King and bis mother. It is possible 
that Ireland by prudence aud tact 
may therefore find this one of the 
most propitious momenta In her 
history for producing reconciliation 
with England on the basts of self- 
;iovornment. 

Most of tho Irifli leaders are 
scatteied. Hon. John K. Keilmond 
is on tho ciiiiliiieiit and nearly all 
tlio otli'T ii isli iiiembers are iu Ire- 
land an. . :m, meetings which had 
been aianneil prior to the Iving's ill- 
liejs. Tho fact that low of the Irish 
leaders were in London for the 
I'lineral is regarded as unfortunate 
by some people, who insist that their 
presence wodld have an immense 
effect on the Bnglish feeling, now 
open as it has not been since the 
death of (iladstone. 

Tbe gigantic transformation which 
la going on In Ireland and which is 
throwing back and extirpating the ' 
old Ireland of penal days and land- 
lord rule as completely ss an earth- 
quake in an old cHy. brings home to 
almost every peasant a gr«at oppor- 
tuptty to be gsined or lost Every- 
where tenants on great estates are 
meeting to discuss the terms oa 
which they will buy their lands with 
the aaslstance of the State. They 
look for advice and assistance to 
their priests, to their political lead- 
ers, but above all to the United Irish 
League. Another great sphere ot 
operation is the restoration of 
evicted tenanu. More than 4,000 
persons who were driven out of their 
farms, whose houses wore razed, 
whose fields were given over either 
to men specially brought In or to 
waste, have been reatored to their 
holdings or to others equally as 
good within the last few years. All 
these tenants have owed the 
preparation and suciesa of their 
claims to the Unite. I Irish League 
end Its Indefatlgabi" secretary.

Bhonld 
the objertionable language be 
stricken from, the coronation oath at 
hia behest. King George will enter 
upon his reign with the respect and 
admiration of his CathoUe iabjects.
